tree growth have been practically 
ruined. Trees on which the scale ap- 
pears may be distinguished by tbe.deep 
brown and apotted leaves which they 
bear. Foliage on trees which are at- 
tacked. even when not affected direct- 
ly. show a lack of life and color. It Is 
•ear and warped at tba adgaa, as 
though dried by a hot wind. 

Great colonies of the parasite form 
on th* bark, aa well aa th* leaves of 
the tress. They may be teen lo large 
white or gray masses. Wherever a 
colony form the bark or leaf dl^. Tbs 
spoilt brown appearance of lbs fo- 
liage la due to tb* presenc* of tb* scale 
on the under side of the leaf. The 
leaf Is often seen to b* curled and llf*- 
leta. duetto the attacks of the Insect 
on the stem. Some leave* ar* de- 
stroyed completely, with the exception 
of the veins, which are aot attaeksl 
while tbe tenderer portion remains.^
